Allow Officers Pees

A proposed ordinance, presum ­ 
ably prepared for consideration at 
the next council meeting, 
would 
replace one City Attorney Robert 
Dempster introduced at the July 
6 s session by perm itting all 
city 
policemen to retain fees. 
Mr. Dem pster discovered earlier 
in the month that officers 
were 
keeping fees in violation of ordin­ 
ances now in effect and not only 
recom m ended that $47.60, kept as 
fees in June, be placed in the gen­ 
eral revenue fund but proposed an 
ordinance 
lowering 
the 
night 
m arshal’s salary, raising the 
as­ 
sistant day m arshal’s wages, al­ 
lowing officers compensation for 
the use of their cars 
while 
on 
duty, and prohibiting them 
from 
keeping fees. 
The 
new 
ordinance 
proposes 
that the night m arshal be 
paid 
$100 a month, the two 
assistant 
marshals, $90 a month, and not 
more than two officers, $8 a month 
for the use of their 
automobiles. 
In addition, it provides that “all 
police officers of the city, includ­ 
ing the city marshal, shall receive 
the fees as provided in the revised 
ordinance of the city of Sikeston, 
1920.” 
Section 137 of the revised 
or­ 
dinance states 
that 
the 
police 
chief shall receive as fees $1 for 
serving a w arrant; $1 for sum m on­ 
ing a jury: SI for a com mitm ent: 
50 cents for serving each execu­ 
tion; 50 cents for summ oning each 
witness; SI for each w arrant serv­ 
ed by the deputy m arshal; 
and 
ueh other fees as conservator of 
the peace as are allowed consta­ 
bles by the laws of Missouri for 
similar 
services. 
The 
deputy 
m arshal was to receive the same 
fees but was to give half he col­ 
lected to the chief. 


It would be illegal for eouncil- 
men to raise the salaries of Wal­ 
ter Kendall and Gid Daniels, Mr. 
Dem pster believes, because 
sec­ 
tion eight of article fourteen 
of 
the Missouri constitution 
states, 
“The compensation or fees of no 
state, county, or 
municipal 
of­ 
ficer shall be increased 
during 
his term of office, nor shall 
the 
term of any office be 
extended 
for a longer period than that for 
which such officer was elected or 
appointed.” 
If it were approved, 
the 
new 
proposed ordinance 
would 
raise 
both m en’s salaries, 
for 
a 
bill 
passed F ebruary 21 this year set 
the chief’s wages at $100 a month 
and stated all fees 
received 
by 
him belong to the city, and an or­ 
dinance approved April 17. 1935, 
said that no city officer is to re ­ 
ceive a salary of more than $100 
a m onth but that each one 
who 
uses his car while he is on duty 
may be given additional com pen­ 
sation. 
Mr. Dem pster’s ordinance 
did not raise K endall’s and D an­ 
iels' salaries. 
It did propose 
to 
increase W M. Carson's but 
Mr. 
Dempster interprets the law 
to 
mean that salaries of officers not 
specifically provided for in bills 
may be raised. 
No ordinance sets 
the compensation for the assist­ 
ant m arshals. 
No law 
prohibits 
reducing salaries. 
The city is now paying $333 a 
m onth to its four officers and in 
addition has been losing lees it 
is legally entitled to receive. 
Dan­ 
iels and Kendall get $100 a month 
and Daniels at additional $8 for 
the use of his car; C trson, $75; 
and W. A. Singleton, $50. In addi­ 
tion. the city pays officers’ resi­ 
dence telephone bills. 


L. T. Pasley, Confederate 
Veteran, Succumbs at 92 


L. T 
Pasley, Sikeston’s 
oldest 
veteran of the war between the 
,-tates, died at the St. Francis hos­ 
pital in Cape G irardeau late Sat­ 
urday afternoon 
of 
myocarditis 
and a complication of diseases. 
Mr, Pasley had been in ill health 
since last winter, when he 
be­ 
came afflicted with a kind of ab- 
cess. 
He recovered 
enough 
to

Crooks 
farm 
where he lived with his daughter 
and son-in-law. but for 
several 
months he had been quite ill and 
confined to his bed. 
He died two

afternoon,

morning, Mr. Pasley’s body 
was

The Rule of the Priests 
F 


OR all that the Jews were 
“civilized,” their religion was 
hardly so vital, so simple, ns 
It had been In the days of 
Mlcab or Jeremiah. 
It laid stress 
n showy externals, on essentiallj 
unimportant things — not eating 
c ertain foods, bringing regular gifts 
to the priest, observing certain fes­ 
tivals. 
And 
the exile was very 
largely to blame for this change. 
Even before the destruction of 
the old Temple, the seeds of a re­ 
ligion of priestliness had taken root 
in Palestine, 
But It had been un­ 
able to flourish then because the 
greater prophets 
had 
been most 
strenuously opposed to It. and the 
people themselves had been only 
feebly attracted by It. 
Now, how­ 
ever, that the Jews had seen the 
great temples and had witnessed 
the gorgeous ceremonies of priest- 
ridden peoples like the Babylonl 
nns, they eagerly took to imitating 
hat sort of thing. 
And gone were 
he rebels, tlie true prophets, who 
might have decried the trend. 
Year by year the power of the 
priests grew mightier among tin* 
Jews. 
Wealth rapidly accumulated 
in tln ir hands, for each season the 
plain people L < 
* to a them tin* 
choicest portions of their 
flocks 
and 
h a r v e s t s . 
Forgotten was the 
old democratic jSoal of the proph­ 
ets that all Jews were priests. Now 
.inly those who were supposed to 
come from the tribe of 1-evi were 
allowed to minister In the Tem­ 
ple; and furthermore only those of 
the family of Aaron of the tribe of 
Levi were considered holy enough 
actually to perform the sacrifices; 
and still further, only one directly 
descended from Solomon’s favorite 
priest, Zadok, could possibly be­ 
come the High Priest. 
The High Priest was virtually 
the king of the land, and the lesser 
priests were the princes. They were 
no better, of course, than lay kings 
and princes. 
They were forever 
conspiring among themselves, cheat­ 
ing and murdering their way from 
one office to another. 
But for all 
their corruption, they did succeed 
in dolng^one thing: they kept the 
Jews alive as a separate people. 
They walled them in with their lit­ 
tle rules and regulations, keeping 
them rigorously segregated from all 
the other tribes and peoples. 
Even 
the half-Jewish 
Samaritans 
were 
cut off completely and had to start 
a temple of their own In northern 
Palestine. 
But despite the efforts of the 
priests, foreign influences did seep 
into the life of the people. Gradu­ 
ally their language changed from 
Hebrew to Aramaic, so that after 
a few generations they could not 
understand even their own Scrip­ 
tures. 
In their synagogues each 
Sabbath — for 
those 
“meeting 
houses” they had created In the 
exile 
had 
become common 
now 
throughout Judea — they had to 
read their Holy Writings through 
an Aramaic translation called the 
Tar gum. 
And many of their reli­ 
gious ideas changed, too. Outward­ 
ly no sign of this change In thought 
was evident. 
None was there to 
iiail It, and so none could rise to 
decry It. 
But then came Alexander, and 
all was made open. 
In the fateful year 333 B. C. Al­ 
exander of Macedon became master 
of the Persian empire, and a year 
later, on his march toward Egypt, 
he took possession 
of Palestine. 
(The little land was still the one 
bridge used by the empire build­ 
ers). 
But tlds Alexander, a mere 
boy in years, was quite unlike the 
ordinary world-eonqueror. 
llis aim 
teems to have been not so much the 
gaining of power as the spreading 
of culture, 
lie dreamed of scat­ 
tering 
throughout the world 
the 
seedg of Greek civillzutiou. 
And 
so energetically did he try to real­ 
ize his dream that, though he died 
at the age of thirty - three, his 
Greek colonies dotted all of the 
then-known world. 
Alexander's effect on the Jews 
and their religion was greater than 
that of any other non-Jew in his­ 
tory. 
He w’as generous to them 
and gave them every liberty; but 
at the same time he located peace­ 
ful settlements of hit own people 
throughout Palestine. 
The result 
was a growing familiarity with all 
things Greek. 
Jews began to af 
feet the use of Greek words In 
their conversation, and began to 
give their children Greek name*.

H 
e l l e n i s m — the word comeg 
from Hellas, meaning Greece 
—began to make Itself felt In every 
w alk of Jewish life, especially In 
the many Jewish settlements out­ 
side of Palestine. 
Unfortunately. 
It was not the Hellenism of classic 
Greece, the Hellenism that flow­ 
ered In the genius of Socrates. Pla­ 
to, Sophocles, and Phidias. 
Rath­ 
er It was the Hellenism debased 
and sullied through long handling 
by Macedonians and other leaser 
tribes. 
But debased as It was, It never­ 
theless proved attractive. Even the 
priests in Jerusalem began to take 
to It. 
Indeed, they were attracted 
to It even more than the plain peo­ 
ple. 
The story goes that they ac­ 
tually left the sacrifices unburnt on 
the altars In the Temple, and hur­ 
ried off to the arenas to watch the 
Greek athletes there. 
Greek man­ 
n e rs—and vices—became the great 
fashion of the day, for the more 
a Jew aped them the better seemed 
bis chance of growing in power and 
station. 
Of course, this change did not 
come about 
overnight, 
but took 
three <>r four generations. 
After 
Alexander died, his empire was di­ 
vided into three kingdoms; and Pal­ 
estine, being the bridge between 
two of them, naturally became the 
scene of constant warfare. 
First 
it belonged to the Ptolemies, who 
ruled over Egypt; but before long 
the Seleucids, who ruled over Syria 
and Mesopotamia, tried to annex 
It. 
The attempt failed, but It was 
nevertheless repeated several times, 
for 
Syria 
greatly 
coveted 
the 
“bridge.” 
So for fully a century 
the little land was torn this way 
and that. 
Armies tramped up and 
down Its highways continually, and 
there was war and confusion with­ 
out rest. 
But finally the bloody 
contest was brought to end when, 
In the year 198 B. O., the Syrians 
drove the Egyptian army back to 
the Nile country and formally an­ 
nexed Palestine. 
Hellenism 
had 
been 
seeping 
steadily Into Palestine during all 
that troubloua century «Indeed had 
nothing occurred to stem the tide, 
it might have so flooded the land 
that Jewish life and thought would 
In time have 
been drowned out 
completely. But one day there arose 
In Syria a king named Antlochus 
Eplphanes, who by his headstrong 
impatience spoiled everything. 
It 
is difficult to understand Just what 
was wrong with this king, 
ne 
seems to have been learned and 
markedly clever—but also at mo­ 
ments quite Insane. 
He took great 
delight In poking fun Rt the whole 
matter of religion, and yet at the 
same time he tried to build a re­ 
ligion around himself. That Is why 
he called himself Tlieos Eplphanes, 
which means "The Evident God.” 
Judea at the time was seething 
with unrest becnuse the corrupt, 
llellenized priests were at last be­ 
ing brought to book by a few of 
the pious Jews. 
It looked some­ 
what 
like a political uprising to 
Antlochus, and on his wuy home 
from 
a 
campaign 
in 
Egypt 
he 
stopped 
In 
the 
middle 
of 
the 
"bridge" to attend to the trouble, 
lie looted the Temple and then sim­ 
ply ordered Judaism to cease. Just 
that I Evidently 
he 
thought 
It 
would 
be quite easy for him to 
stamp 
out this obscure and, as he 
thought, very odd little religion, 
llis orders were that never more 
should the Sabbath, or the rite of 
circumcision, or the difference be­ 
tween “clean” and “unclean” food, 
be observed. Any person found with 
a Hebrew book In his possession 
was immediately to be put to death. 
Henceforth If there was to be any 
sacrificing It must be of swine's 
flesh, and to Antlochus or Zeus a9 
god. 
For a while starkest horror swept 
the land as the army of Antlochus 
began to put those orders Into ef­ 
fect 
There were looting and murder, 
walling and shame, as the minions 
of the Syrian tyrant tried to carry 
out his orders. 
And then, like the 
breaking out of a mad fire, the na­ 
tion blazed Into rebellion.

~ ill nil that the Jews were 
••civilized,” their religion wns 
hardly so vltul, so simple, as 
It had been In the days of 
Mlrnb or Jeremiah. 
It Inld stress 
n showy externals, on essentlall) 
unimportant things — not eating 
ertain foods, bringing regular gifts 
o the priest, observing certain fes­ 
tivals. 
Anil the exile was very 
nrgely to blame for this change. 
Even before the destruction of 
he old Temple, the seeds of n re 
Ilglon of priestllness had tnken root 
in Palestine. 
Rut It hnd been un­ 
able to flourish then beenuse the 
greater prophets 
had 
been most 
strenuously opposed to It. and the 
people themselves had been only 
feebly attracted by It. 
Now. how- 
ver, that the .lews hnd seen the 
great temples and had witnessed 
the gorgeous ceremonies of priest- 
ridden peoples like the Babylon! 
ins, they eagerly took to Imitating 
Hint sort of thing. 
And gone were 
the rebels, tho true prophets, who 
might have decried the trend. 
Year by year the power of the 
priests grew mightier among the 
Jews. 
Wealth rapidly accumulated 
in their hand's, for each season the 
plain people I.. -i 
« tn a them the 
choicest 
portions of their 
flocks 
and harvests. 
Forgotten was the 
old democratic life«! of the proph­ 
ets that all Jews "were priests. Now 
•nly those who were supposed to 
come frorn the tribe of 1-evi were 
allowed to minister In the Tem­ 
ple; and furthermore only those of 
the family of Aaron of the tribe of 
Levi were considered holy enough 
actually to perform the sacrifices; 
and still further, only one directly 
descended from Solomon's favorite 
priest, Zadok, could possibly be­ 
come the High Priest. 
The High Priest was virtually 
the king of the land, and the lesser 
priests were the princes. They were 
no better, of course, thnn lay kings 
and prlnet's. 
They were forever 
conspiring among themselves, cheat­ 
ing anil murdering their way from 
one olllce to another. 
But for all 
their corruption, they did succeed 
in doing tme thing: they kept the 
Jews alive as a separate people. 
They wulled them In with their lit­ 
tle rules and regulations, keeping 
them rigorously segregated from nil 
the other tribes and peoples. 
Even 
the half-Jewlsh 
Samaritans were 
cut olT completely and hnd to start 
a temple of their own In northern 
Palestine. 
Rut despite the efforts of the 
priests, foreign Influences did seep 
into the life of the people. Gradu­ 
ally their language changed from 
Hebrew to Aramaic, so that after 
a few generations they could not 
understand even their own Scrip­ 
tures. 
In their synagogues each 
Sabbath — for 
those 
“meeting 
houses" they had created In the 
exile 
had 
become 
common 
now 
throughout Judea — they had to 
read their lloly Writings through 
an Aramaic translation called the 
Targum. 
And many of their reli­ 
gious ideas changed, too. outw ard­ 
ly no sign of this change In thought 
was evident. 
None was there to 
hall It, und so none could rise to 
decry It. 
Rut then came Alexander, and 
all was made open. 
In the fateful year 333 R. C. Al­ 
exander of Macedon became master 
of the Persian empire, and a year 
later, on his march toward Egypt, 
he took possession 
of Palestine. 
(The little lund was still the one 
bridge used by the empire build­ 
ers). 
Rut this Alexander, a mere 
boy in years, was quite unlike the 
ordinary world-conqueror. 
His aim 
seems to have been not so much the 
gaining of power us the spreading 
of culture, 
lie dreamed of scat­ 
tering 
throughout the world the 
seeds of Greek civilization. 
And 
so energetically did he try to real 
lze his dream that, though he died 
at the age of thirty - three, his 
Greek colonies dotted all of the 
then-known world. 
Alexander's effect on the Jews 
and their religion was greater than 
that of any other non-Jew in his­ 
tory. 
lie was generous to them 
and gave them every liberty; but 
at the same time he located peace- 


Greece N o w Overlord 
H 
e l l e n i s m — the word come* 
from Hellas, meaning Oreeei 
— began to make itself felt In every 
wnlk of Jewish life, especially In 
the many Jewish settlements out­ 
side of Palestine. 
Unfortunately. 
It was not the Hellenism of classic 
Greece, the Hellenism 
that flow­ 
ered In the genius of Socrates. Pla­ 
to, Sophocles, and Phidias. 
Rath­ 
er It was the Hellenism debased 
and sullied through long handling 
by Macedonians and other lesser 
tribes. 
Rut debased as It was. It never­ 
theless proved attractive. Even the 
priests In Jerusalem began to take 
to It. 
Indeed, they were attracted 
to it even more than the plain peo­ 
ple. 
The story goes that they ac­ 
tually left the sacrifices unburnt on 
the altars !n the Temple, and hur­ 
ried off to the arenas to watch the 
Greek athletes there. 
Greek man­ 
ners—and vices—became the great 
fashion of the day, for the more 
a Jew aped them the better seemed 
Ids chance of growing In power and 
station. 
Of course, this change did not 
come about 
overnight, 
hut took 
three or four generations. 
After 
Alexander died, his empire was di­ 
vided Into three kingdoms; and Pal­ 
estine, being the bridge between 
two of them, naturally became the 
scene of constant warfare. 
First 
It belonged to the Ptolemies, whs 
ruled over Egypt; but before long 
the Seleuclds, who ruled over Syria 
and Mesopotamia, tried to annex 
I t 
The attempt failed, but It was 
nevertheless repeated several times, 
for 
Syria 
greatly 
coveted 
the 
“bridge.” 
So for fully n century 
the little land was torn this way 
and that. 
Armies tramped up and 
down Its highways continually, and 
there was war and confusion with­ 
out rest. 
But finally the bloody 
contest was brought to end when, 
In the year 198 B. O., the Syrians 
drove the Egyptian army back to 
the Nile country and formally an­ 
nexed Palestine. 
Hellenism 
had 
been 
seeping 
steadily Into Palestine during all 
that troublous century »Indeed had 
nothing occurred to at am the tide. 
It might have so flooded the land 
that Jewish life And thought would 
In time have 
been drowned out 
completely. But one day there arose- 
in Syria a king named Antiochua 
Eplphanes, who by his headstrong 
Impatience spoiled everything. 
It 
is difficult to understand just what 
was wrong with this 
king. 
He 
seems to have been learned and 
markedly clever—but also at mo­ 
ments quite Insane. 
He took great 
delight In poking fun at the whole 
matter of religion, and yet at the 
same time he tried to build a re ­ 
ligion around himself. That Is why 
he called himself Tbeos Eplphanes, 
which means “The Evident God.” 
Judea at the time was seething 
with unrest because the corrupt, 
llellenized priests were at last be­ 
ing brought to book by a few of 
the pious Jews.

he
